SAN FBANCISCO, Oct. 1.—The news of 


President Cleveland's approval of the 
Chinese exclusion bill was received here 
to-day with a marked degree ol interest. 
Large crowds congregated around the 
na wspaper bulletin-boards and discussed 
the situation. Tbe news reached the 
Chinese quarter of the town early, and 
the announcement of the approved of 
tha bill was soon posted on the bulletin- 
board thero. The Chinese manifested 
considerable excitement. The principal 
subject of diBOUssion here is as to what 
effaot the bill will have upon the several 
thousand Chinese who have arrived 
here within the p.ist year, nnd have 
been landed by the Federal Courts upon 
writs of habeas corpus, and are now out 
on bail awaiting an examination; and 
also tipon the 2,000 Chinese who are 
now on their way to this port by steamer. 
Collector o£ tho Port Hager expressed 
himself co-JUiy as being doubtful of tbe 
bill's effectiveness. 
"The present bill," 


he said, "is intended to exclude Chi- 
nese; BO was tho Ru.iriction Act. But 
did the Kestru-uon Aut excluda them? 
If the courts can continue to land the 
Chinese on •writs of habeas corpus and 
allow them on their own soil on bail, 
that will abrogate noy kind of restriction 
attempted by Congress. 
When they 


are allowed bail they are in the country, 
and they then forfeit their biil and re- 
main here in spite of tho law." The 
Collector concluded by stating that "in 
all probability he would, when officially 
informed of the passage and approval of 
the bill, refuse a landing to the Chinese, 
whether bearing return certificates or 
riot, unless writs of habeas corpus were 
issued by the courts, in which case the 
matter would be out-of his hands. 
United States District Attorney Carey 
stated, that in bis opinion, "the bill 
could not effect tbe 5,000 Chinese now 
on bail, but he believed that those now 
on their way here would be refused a 
landing," Demonstrations were held 
in this city and other places in the State 
this evening to celebrate the passage 
anil approval of the bill.

The Lakpview Examiner remarks: 


Every line of railroad news poiuta to a 
railroad through Goose Lake Valley, 
connecting San Francisco and the east. 
Such a consummation is devoutly to be 
wished. A railroad means much for 
Lakeview and Lake county. Suppose 
our sheepman could ship their wool 
direct to the eastern market. It would 
make for them between three and five 
oenta par pound. A small fortune by it- 
self. 
And suppoaa our stock men could 


ship thftir cattle at any season, when 
they were in oonidtion and the maiket 
at its best. That would add tnany thou- 
sands of dollars to the wealth of the 
county. 
A transcontinental 
railroad 


line would place our merchants in reach 
of the world's markets, with bnt little 
higher freight rates from Chicago than 
from San Pranoisoo. 
A rtulrosd, would 


make a cash market every day in the 
year for our farmers' products, and at 
the same time he could bay the nteea- 
saries of life from 25 to 50 per cent. 
cheaper than now. 


With a railroad a woolen mill would 


than be assured, as the products could 
be sent to a maiket. 
There are so many 


arguments in favor of a railroad to this 
county, it would be impossible to enum- 
erate them. 
I£ our people are sensible, 


and take a proper view of tho matter, 
they will encourage every advance of a 
railroad and if they come to the valley, 
make it an object for them to locate 
through Lakeview, which will not be out 
of their way to do. 


Closely connected with the snbject of 


the tariff is that of the importation of 
loreign laborers under contracts of serv- 
ice to be performed here. The 
law 


uow in force prohibiting such contracts 
received my cordial support in the S§D- 
ute, a»d such amendments as may ba 
found necessary effectively to deliver 
our workingwen aod women from this 
>aost inequitable form of competition 
will have my sincere advocacy. Legis- 
lation prohibiting the importation of 
laborers under contract to ser?e here 
will, however, afford very inadequate 
volief tc our working people if the sys- 
tem of protective duties isbrokGn down. 


f the products of Amarioan shops must 
compete in the American market, with- 
out favoring duties, with the products 
of cheap foreign labor, the eff«ot will be 
different, if at all, only in degree, 
whether the cheap laborer ia aoioss th_e 
etreet or over the BO*. Such competi- 
tion will soon reduce wages here to the 
Itrvel of those abroad, and when that 
condition is reached we will not need 
any laws forbidding the importation of 
laborers under contract— they will have 
no inducement to come and the employer 
no inducement to send for them. 


We should resolutely refuse to per- 


mit foreign governments to senJ their 
paupers and or'minals to our ports. 
We are also clearly under a duly to de- 
fond our civilization by excluding alien 
racea whose ultimate assimilation with 
our people is neither possible nor de- 
sirable.

ruclens of our best immigration and the 
home the most potent assimilating force 
in our civilization.
